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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The steps of applicant's method are taught or 
suggested by Lee. Applicant's arguments and the proposed amendments appear to define the method in terms of the extent of labeling of 
metabolites, a result that is determined following the completion of the method, rather than defining the method in terms of the steps 
necessary to achieve such labeling. The purpose of Lee's studies, while not necessarily identical to those of applicant's, are in a similar field 
of endeavor, and the steps of applicant's method, with respect to labeling with precursors taken up and metabolized by cells, do not 
patentably distinguish from the steps taught or suggested by Lee. It is misleading to state that metabolic flux studies, whether described by 
Lee or by others, cannot be conducted with saturation labeling; our understanding of kinetic aspects of metabolism and variable rates of 
turnover for the many metabolites of a single precursor argue otherwise. Applicant makes assertions about what would not be possible in 
Lee's studies using the claimed method without documentation. Further, Abramson was cited for its teaching of combining cells labeled with 
stable isotope and control cells grown without stable isotope, such teaching relevant to the elements of applicant's claims. Applicant argues, 
with respect to the combinations of references, that the secondary references do not teach saturation labeling. As already stated, such 
labeling is suggested, if not explicit, in the teachings of Lee; the teaching or lack thereof on such labeling in the secondary references is not 
pertinent to the rejection. 
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
